WASHINGTON, June 6.-——Secre- 
tary of State .Stimson today re- 
fused to turn over to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee part 
of the “informal and confiden- 
tial” notes exchanged between 
Great Britain and this Governmert 
prior to the London .naval confer- 
ence. 

In a letter to Chairman Borah 
of the Senate Foreign Lelations 
Committee, Secretary Stimson said 
that the notes asked for by Senator 
Johnson (Rep.), California, would 
be withheld upon the direction of 
President Hoover. 

“[ am directed by the President 
to say,” wrote the Secretary, “‘that 
the production would not, in his 
opinion be compatible with the 
public interest.” 

The | Secretary cited George 
Washington in declining to trans- 
mit the papers called for by the 
Senate Committee. Chairman Borah 
made public the Stimson letter 
without comment. 

The secretary transmitted, how- 
ever, a confidential memorandum 
which he said would answer as far 
as possible the questions contained 
in Senator Johnson's letter of 
June 3. 

He said the requests of Senator 
Johnson “call for the production 
and possible publication of infor- 
mal and confidential conversations, 
communications and tentative sug- 
gestions of a kind which are com- 
mon to almost every negotiation 
and without which such negotia- 
tions cannot successfully be car- 
ried on.”’ 

Stimson in a formal statement 
after his letter had been made 
public by Borah described as “‘non- 
sense’ any effort of opponents of 
the treaty to say that the confi- 
dential papers were being Kept 
secret “to cover up some secret 
understanding or some mistake or 
indiscretion of the American dele- 
gates.” 

“There are no such agreements 
or understandings,’ he said. ‘“‘There 
are no commitments made by the 
American delegation except those 
contained in the treaty itself...” 

The secretary defended his ac- 
tion as necessary to preserve the 
integrity and reliability of Ameri- 
can delegates at future confer- 
ences. Pending a study of the 
memorandum, Senator Johnson de- 
clined to comment.

Mrs. Hammerstein, who was the 
third wife of the impresario, has 
been in frequent financial difficul- 
ties, during the last few years. In 
1922 her stepdaughters had her 
evicted from the Manhattan Opera 
House, which they had purchased 
at auction, and she placed adver- 
tisements in the newspapers say- 
ing she was a destitute and asking 
for work. Friends arranged a bene- 
fit opera performance but little 
money was realized.

Pastor Denied on Stand 
Inducing Bernice Ford to 
Go With Him or Offer- 
ing to Marry Her. 


The Rev. Alonzo L. Shoemaker, 
38-year-old former minister of the 
Edwards Street Pentecostal Church 
at Alton, was found guilty by a jury 
in City Court there today of the 
abduction of Miss Bernice Ford, 
19-year-old former member of the 
choir at his church, on April 27 
and 28, 19278, when he took her 
on a trip to Charleston, Mo., and 
Morley, Me. 

The verdict carries an indeter- 
minate sentence of one to 19 years, 
which will be delayed pending a 
motion for a new trial filed by his 
attorney immediately after the 
verdict was returned. 

lf the motion for a new trial Is 
rejected and the verdict upheld 
after appeal the pastor will begin 
serving from one to 10 years, the 
exact amount of time being de- 
pendent on the action of the State 
Parole Board. 

Cautioned by Judge Levi Yager 
that there should be no demon- 
stration as the verdict was read, a 
gathering which filled the court- 
room remained quiet. 

Takes Verdict Calmly. 

The minister, seated at the coun- 
sel table, manifested only an ex- 
pression of chagrin, and remained 
impassive, as he did throughout 
the three days of the trial. 

Miss Ford, an attractive young 
woman, who was the center of in- 
terest during the trial, was absent 
from her place across the counsel 
table from the pastor when the 
jury came in, after spending eight 
hours deliberating on the case. 

The case went to the jury at 4:10 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, with 
several hundred persons waiting 
until a late hour last night for 
a decisicn in the case. The Rey. 
Mr. Shocmaker, for the first night 
since the start of the trial on 
Monday, was absent from a meet- 
ing he is conducting at Nutwood, 
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20 miles north of Alton. After the 
verdict, he announced that he 
would be there tonight if bond 


were arranged and would continue 
until action on the motion for a 
new trial is over. 

Testifying as the last witness in 
his defense, he denied her testi- 
mony on Monday in which she said 
that he induced her to go on the 
trip and told her to give her par- 
ents the excuse that she was go- 
ing to St. Louis to look for work. 
He dented, too, her testimony that 
since his indictment on the charge 
he had offered to divorce his wife 
and marry her, if she would drop 
the charges. 

Girl's Charges Attacked. 

Members of his former cotgre- 
gation testified that Miss Ford had 
on a number of occasions said that 
the charges were “all lies.” and 
witnesses for the defense account- 
ed for the Rev. Mr. Shoemaker's 
whereabouts on the nights of April 
27 and 28, 1928, by saying that he 
was at their homes at Sikeston. Mo. 
Registers of hotels at Charleston 
and Morley were introduced by the 
State to show that a man of a 
similar name registered at the two 
hotels on those nights, in company 
with a girl.

All States Show Increase Except

MEXICO CITY, June 6.—Mex- 
ico’s population is 16,404,030, ac- 
cording to the 1930 census. The 
nation-wide count taken on May 
15 showed a gain of approxi- 

mately 2,000,000 since 1921. 

The figures showed 38,065,695 
males and 8,338,335 females. All 
states showed an increase except 
Colima, which lost 36,000. States 
showing more than 1,000,000 in- 
habitants are Jalisco, Michoacan, 
Oaxaca, Puebla and Vera Cruz.

The Graf thus completed safely 
a cruise lasting 19 days, during 
which it made landings in Spain, 
Brazil and the United States and 
flew over the North African coast. 

The Zeppelin, on the way her 
from Seville, Spain, avoided a se. 
vere electrical storm in the vicin- 
ity of Lyons, by changing its 
course. 

A tremendous crowd which had 
been waiting for hours for the re- 
turn of the dirigible was on hand 
to welcome the homecoming voy- 
agers. The weather was clear and 
warm as the ship maneuvered 
slowly to the landing field. As 
the landing crew grasped the ropes 
and brought the Graf back again 
to its home port, a great shout 
went up from the crowd. 

The progress of the ship 
hangar was as smoothly as could 
be desired. Once the crew had 
the ship imside the shed, the Burg- 
omaster of Friedrichshafen hand- 
ed a:huge floral wreath to Dr. 
Hugo Eckener as the community's 
tribute to the newest achievement 
of Gernran airmanship.

Kimmel helped make arrange- 
ments for the Kramer funeral, and 
offered a $500 reward for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the murder- 
er. “I didn’t do it,” Kimmel said. 
“T never had anything to do with 
the killing of Roy Kramer. I am 
absolutely innocent.”’

intact. Midway in the slope an 
oval’ pool, 90x115 feet, was con- 
structed of concrete and set with 
a large fountain and 100 smaller 
jets of water. 

This pool drains over a series of 
brown-stone cascades into’ a rec- 
tangular pool, 75 by 1156 feet, in 
which water lilies and various trop- 
ical water plants have been 
placed. 

Twenty-eight 500-watt projectors 
are hidden in clumps of shrubbery 
and flowerbeds on the slope so 
that their beams play on the pools 
and cascades. - An equal number 
of these lights are red, blue, green 
and white. 

On either side of the improve- 
ment broad concrete stairways 
have been constructed from Gov- 
ernment drive to the pavilion.

The 
Bar Association referendum on 
candidates for the nominations for 
these offices will not begin until 
next Wednesday and will bé com- 
pleted by June 20. Democratic 
leaders, however, think those 
named will receive the Bar Asso- 
ciation’s approval. 

Two years ago, Democrats elect- 
ed Circuit Attorney Franklin H., 
Miller and Circuit Judges James F. 
Green,* O’Neill Ryan and the late 
Moses N, Sale, in spite of the 
heavy Republican plurality, by ap- 
proving Bar Association’s indorse- 
ments.

Overissue of Stock and Other Ir- 
regularities Alleged in Mid- 
West Company. 

The Midwest Life Insurance Co., 
a Negro organization, with head- 
quarters at 2803 Pine street, will 
be dissolved by court order as the 
result of alleged overissue of 
stock and other irregularities in

LISBON, June 6.—Surrounded 
by high tariff walls, Portugal may 
become one of the most expensive 
countries in Europe. Import duties 
on so many items have been in- 
creased that the cost of living, al- 
ready high, threatens to continue 
its upward trend. 

The new tariff went into effect 
Jan. 6. High duties are imposed 
on goods that Portugal produces, 
Foodstuffs are taxed lightly... The 
Minister of Finance held the re- 
form -was indispensable for’ the 
protection of home industries and 
to end dumping of foreign goods 
which drove national goods fromm 
the local market. 

The Portuguese Gov ernment de- 
rives 40 per cent of its income 
from the customs. These in 1929 
yielded $70.000,000, and revenue 
for the present fiscal year is ex- 
pected to be considerably higher. 

Newspaper publishers say the 
paper they must import carries too 
high a duty. Imported - butter, 
chocolates, tea, soaps, perfumery 
and. silk material have become 
high priced. Increases have been 
levied upon perfumes, motor Cars, 
tires, gasoline and Oils.

HE scheme proposed by the city and 
Development 
Committee for the consolidation of St. 
Louis and the county is in many respects 


county Metropolitan 


unsatisfactory. 


It involves loosely drawn amendments 


to the Constitution of the State, which 
must be reconciled with its present pro- 


visions by judicial construction; and if 


the atnendments so construed shall in 
practice prove inconvenient, they cannot 
be readily altered. 

So radical an alteration in fundament- 
al law is unnecessary. The Constitution 
now prohibits local and special laws reg- 
ulating the affairs of cities and coun- 
ties, but it does not prohibit a general 
law authorizing the formation of metro. 
politan districts by the various cities and 
counties of the State having for their ob- 
ject the promotion of the drainage, 
health and, inter-communication of any 
two or more. 

Such a law can readily be adopted 
and should be drafted by competent law- 
yers familiar with the affairs to be 
treated of. It should contain grants not 
only of the specific powers intended to 
Le conferred upon the metropolitan dis- 
trict, but such safeguards against their 
ubuse as experience has suggested. 

- If for example it be declared that any 
two or more cities or counties of the 
State may form a metropolitan district, 
with power to construct sewers and assess 
the cost against the property benefited 
by the improvement, some sort of plan 
should be specified which confines the 
tax to those actually benefited and limits 
it to such an amount as shall not con- 
tiscate property, as was done in many in- 
gtances by the road laws of Arkansas. 

The constitutional amendments  pro- 
posed are in fact legislative in character 
and necessarily experimental. The con- 
svlidation of the city and county is un- 
necessary. The city should not embrace 
farming districts and impose upon them 
the heavy burdens requisite for our wel- 
fare. The small towns, townships and 
school districts should not be deprived 
of power to control their own local af- 
tairs; but where the health and safety 
of all are concerned, it is obviously ex- 
pedient that they should be compelled to 
£0-Operate, and such co-operation can 
more conveniently be secured by a law 
than by unalterable and ambiguous 
smendments to the Constitution.

The Supreme Court of the United States stands 
adjourned. In its closing for the summer recess the 
court sets a precedent by leaving behind it a blank 
page—an empty docket, for the first time in its his- 
tory. At one time the court was four years behind 
in its work, a condition which worked great hard- 
ships on litigants and tended to dim the prestige of 
the body. Unless cases were advanced out of their 
order, it formerly required several years to obtain a 
decision. 
When William Howard Taft became Chief Justice, 
the docket was two years ahead of the court. He 
immediately set about seeking remedies for this state 
of affairs. By dividing the labors of the Justices 
and inspiring legislation to limit the cases sent up to 
the court, the task was achieved. 
Had Mr. Taft lived three months longer he would 
feos witnessed this adjournment with no work re- 
maining undone. As it was, he saw the docket vir- 
| tually cleared, and realized that a salutary example 
had been set for every other Federal court in the 
land. Since the Supreme Court plays so large a part 
in the economic, political and social progress of the 
country, the value of its work is enhanced by making 
possible timely decisions without long-drawn suspense 
and delay.

We have adopted a wholly different theory of solv- 
ing the problem of monopoly and extortionate rates 
for services in ordinary business, outside of public 
utilities. Semi-public services are regulated by com- 
missions, We have set up machinery in both the 
Federal and state governments to prevent monopoly 
or combinations looking to the fixing of prices or 
extortion. We have anti-trust acts penalizing all 
forms of price fixing agreements. We have not yet 
thoroughly worked out the problem; but it will prob- 
ably be a long time, if ever, before we resort to gov- 
ernmental price fixing for either producers or deal- 
ers. There is in this country a deep-seated and wide- 
spread opposition to the exercise of any such extreme 
paternalistic power on the part of the Government. 
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LIGHT ON THE MEXICAN MENACE. 
Chief Mijares Palencia of the Mexico City police 
has directed that all members of the force who aré 
wearing sideburns shave them off at once. This or- 
der seems innocent enough on its face. However 
when one considers that in the movies all Mexicans 
—the chaps in the pancake hats with chin straps— 
wear sideburns as their distinguishing trade-mark. 
the subtlety of Senor Palencia may be appreciated. 
His order is nothing more than another govert blow 
at the American motion picture industry. 
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GETTING BACK HOME. 
The Treasury Department has placed customs of- 
ficers on steamships returning to American ports 
to assist passengers in making out correct declara- 
tions. These inspectors, it is said, are not to pry or 
Spy on passengers, but are merely to give advice 
upon request. They are directed to advise passen- 
gers to declare each and every article purchased 
abroad at the exact price paid for it. 
Did you ever come through the customs? Per- 
haps you followed this rule faithfully. You listed 
the gloves you bought in Paris, the handkerchiefs 
you bought in Florence. You stood in line for hours, 
and the inspector who finally went over your list

Man finds prestige weakening in outside world, for woman is entering once forbidden 
fields; at home, too, he can no longer bask as a superior being; intellectuals first

N the past, while terrifying changes were 

taking place in the physical and intel- 

lectual world, there were certain spiritual 
and social dogmas in which man could 
clothe his nakedness and warm his soul. 
God was in His heaven, and woman was in 
her place beside the fire. To look at her 
there, to feel her dependence on him, to 
know that he was the source of her well- 
being and safety, and that no matter how 
interior a role he might play in the world 
outside, here he was the center of a little 
universe—the superior among inferiors—all 
this was the assurance man so greatly 
need-1 in order that his ego should survive 
the eternal struggles and disappointments of 
the outer world. 
Modern life has robbed him, very largely, 
of these small assurances and satisfactions, 
just as it has robbed woman of her old se- 
Whether he or she 
likes it or not, they are living in a new 
dispensation. The family, in the old-fash- 
ioned sense, seems to be disappearing. 
Machine development has so affected the 
economic status of men that women have 
been forced to take their place beside them 
in the industrial world—a world in which 
One slender girl can operate a lever that 
will do the work of 20 brawny men. Girls 
are being educated side by, side with their 
brothers. Men and women are being played 
upon by exactly the same forces and they 
find themselves unadjusted, bewildered and 
insecure. 
Just as woman has needed to cloak the 
hard realism of her present position with a 
certain philosophic glamour, man, in an 
effort to recapture his old social value, must 
continually find fresh excuses for the loss 
of his old prestige, : ; 
The sensitive and somewhat neurotic male 
has a deeper need than most men of these 
two things from woman—her admiration 
and the comfort and peace of her arms 
when the world has battered and helittled 
him. The average modern woman is hav- 
ing too difficult a time finding her own 
way and keeping het own head above water 
to have much time to furnish either of % 
these things. Perhaps she hasn't found 
so much to admire, and unlike her more 
helpless predecessor, she scorns pretense.

Masculine resentments are not, of course, 
altogether confined to the realms of per- 
sonal relationships or literary prejudices, 
Every business man knows how fatal it 
would be to his organization to place a 
woman executive, no matter how able, over 
a group of men. 

It is certainly significant, however, that 
much of the new “anti-woman” sentiment 
has shown itself among what may be 
called, for want Of a better term, “the in- 
tellectuals.”

Heywood Broun has said that most at- 
tacks upon the médern woman come from 
men under 5 féet *.

The man who, whatever his physi- 
cal size, feels secure in his own masculin- 
ity and in his own relation to life, is rarely 
resentful of the opposite sex. 

The rationalized fear of woman, of the 
feminine principle, is not a new thing in 
history or in the creative arts. The need 
to dominate woman, to surpass her at all 
costs, is a deep-rooted need of the male 
psyche. Robbed of this satisfaction, this 
affirmation of power, the male ego becomes 
seriously wounded. That there are more 
of these wounded egos wandering about at 
present time than at any previous period 
is probably due to woman’s growing inde- 
pendence in the past few decades, 
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As life grows miore precarious and intel- 
_lectual values mofe confused, this new out- 
burst of sex antagonism may become more 
accentuated unless. the modern man realizes 
that it is much too late in the day to 
put woman back into the kitchen or the bed- 
room where he may think she belongs. She 
has moments of discouragement when she 
may even want to go back herself, but 
that road is closed. There is nothing either 
he or she can do about it. 

He had much better devote his energy to- 
ward helping her over this worst stage of 
her progress, as & journeyman mechanic 
would help a young apprentice in 
shop, and in enlisting her aid in fighting 
the. very real battles that lie ahead of them 
both.

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ELEGANT CAKES rR 
THE WEDDING FEAST 


Custom Suggests Wedding 
Cakes for Both the Bride and 
_ the Bridegroom. 


June is the month for weddings, 
and weddings mean wedding cake. 
While the bride’s cake is always 
featured at a wedding feast, it is 
customary t« have the groom’s 
cake at the other end of the table 


from the bride’s cake. 

The bride cuts the first piece of 
her cake. / 

The bride’s cake is always a rich 
white cake, baked either in a loaf 
or else an elaborate built-up -con- 
fection of several cakes placed one 
on top of the other. Modern cus- 
tom aiso sanctions a heart-shaped 
wedding cake. These cakes must 
be heavily iced and decorated. 

On the other hand, the groom's 
cake must be of the fruit cake 
type, uniced; custom permits dec- 
oration of candied flowers with 
leaves of angelique, candied cher- 
ries or other glace fruits 

Any home cook who can bake a 
good cake can make a wedding 
cake, providing she expends suffi- 
cient time and attention on the ef- 
fort. 

This is a fine recipe for a bride’s 
cake: 

Ingredients needed are: Whites 
of 24 eggs, one and one-half 
pounds of unsalted, uncolored but- 
ter, one and one-half pounds pow- 
dered sugar, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one and one-half pounds 
pastry flour, sifted four times, one 
and one-half teaspoons bitter al- 
mond extract and one-half tea- 
spoon cream of tartar. 

Stir butter into a cream and 
slowly add the sugar and, beat un- 
til light then add the flour slowly 
and fold in the whites of the eggs 
beaten to a smooth stiffness. Add 
the flavoring. 

“The ring, thimble, button, heart 
} and horseshoe may be added to 
the batter to be distributed to the 
bridesmaids. 

Bake the cake in a large pan 
with the tube in the center. Rub 
the inside of the pan with unsalted 
butter and sift fine macaroon 
crumbs over the surface. 

Bake slowly in a moderate oven 
in order that its pure whiteness 
will not be spoiled. Two and one- 
half hours will probably be needed 
to bake the cake. 

Next day frost the cake with 
meringue icing made by boiling 
two cups sugar and one-half cup 
water until it will crack when 
dropped in cold water. Take syrup 
off fire and thread jit into the well 
beaten whites of two eggs. Spread 
icing smoothly over cake and let 
it set for for several hours. 

When the icing is‘ set remove 
cake to a cardboard platter which 
has been cut to fit the cake and 
covered with plain white glazed 
paper. Place a dainty lace paper 
doily over the board and put the 
cake on top of the doily. 

The cake is now-ready for the 
royal frosting which is made by 
adding one pound of confectioners 
sugar, a little at a time, to three 
egg whites beaten stiff. Add a 
pinch of cream of tartar to the 
mixture, and flavor with a few 


i drops of bitter almond extract. 


With a palette knife spread the 
}icing smoothly in a thin layer all 


t+ over the top and sides of the cake. 


The cake is now ready for its 
decorations. These may consist of 
candy, flowers, motifs or any of 
the small figures or decorations 
suitable for the purpose which may 
be purchased in shops where art- 
icles of the kind are sold. 

The day of the wedding, the 
pride cuts the cake with a silver 
knife tied with a bow of broad 
white ribbon.

Bridegroom 

The bridegroom's cake is not#cut 
at the wedding feast. Instead it 
is sealed up tight in a tin box and 
put carefully away to be cut at the 
fifth wedding anniversary feast. 
To make this cake use one pound 
“‘prown sugar, one and ofe-fourth 
pounds flour, one pound butter, 18 
eggs, one lemon, juice and grated 
rind, one orange, ground, skin and 
all, one teaspoon cinhamon, one- 
half teaspoon mace, one teaspoon 
ground nutmeg, one cup molasses, 
one cup grape juice, two pounds 
figs,. two pounds candied cherries, 
two pounds candies citron, one 
pound candied orange peel, two 
pounds candied pineapple, six 
pounds seeded raisins and three 
pounds currants. 

Cut the fruit into thin pieces 
and carefully wash and dry the 
raisins and currants. Soak the 
fruit in the grape juice overnight. 
Cream the butter and sugar and 
add the spices; then the liquids and 
flour alternately; then the eggs 


: beaten light. Lastly, the fruit a 


littlé at a time, gently incorpo- 
rated into the batter. 

Scorch the flour in the oven pre- 
vious to using it. 

Bake the cake in a round cake 
pan with a tube in the center. 
Grease the sides and bottom of pan 
with unsalted butter. Place cake 
pan in a large baking pan which 
has enough water in it so that it 
will not evaporate in an hour. 
Set the pan in a moderate oven 
and cook the cake slowly. A large 
cake will take about three hours 
to bake. 

After removal from the oven, al- 
low cake to cool for 24 hours. Can- 
died fruit may be used to deco- 
rate the groom's cake, which should 
be mounted on a cardboard platter 
decorated with a lace paper doily.
